The senate today passed the bills to give Mrs. 
John A. Logan and Mrs. Francis P. Blair each 
a $2,000 annual pension. The vote stood 55 to 
7 infavor of the formerand 54to 6 for the 
latter. Senators Coke, Harris, Berry, Reagan, 
Vance and Salisbury voted against pensioning 
Mrs. Logan. ‘The first six voted against Mrs. 
Blair, Salisbury not voting. 

Senator Brown today proposed a bill in the 
genate to pay Morgan Rawls, of Effingham 
county, $300 for a house destroyed by the union 
army immediately after the war. In tearing 
down some old hospitals near his honse for the 
purpose of building negro schoolliouses in 
Savannah, his dwelling house was included, 
during his absence. 

A delegation from the board of trade 
of Wichita, Kansas, arrived here tonight to 
appear before the committee on territories to- 
morrow, in favor of opening the Oklahoma 
territory. Itepresentatives from the Creeks, 
Seminoles, Choctaws and Chicasaws are also 
here to oppose it, and a delegation from the 
Cherokecs will arrive tomorrow. The Indians 
have been conferring today with Major Barnes, 
who is one of the members of the committee 
opposed to opening the territory. The majori- 
ty of the committee will undoubtedly report in 
favor of opening the territery, but there will 
be a minority report in favor of the Indians.

WASHINGTON, January 26.—In the senate 
Mr. Allison, from the committee on appropri- 
ations, reported back the house bill to carry 
into effect the provisions of the act of the 2d 
of March, 1887, in regard to experimental sta- 
tions at agricultural colleges. Placed on the 
calendar. 

‘On motion of Mr. Quay, the senate took from 
the calendar and passed the bill increasing the 
pension for total deafness to thirty dollars a 
month (from thirteen dollars), and allowing a 
proportionate rating for partial deafness. Ho 
stated that the entire increased expense to the 
treasury under the bill would not exceed one 
hundred thousand dollars a year. 

The-calendar wasthen taken up and the bills 
thereon taken up in their regular order, those 
objected to to be laid aside without action. 

A number of bills of local interest were 
passed. 

The senate then tock up the bill giving a 
pension of $2,000 yearly to the widow of Gen- 
eral John A. Logan. 

After along debate Mr. Berry called for the 
yeas and nays on the passage of the bill, and 
the bill was passed—yeas 50, nays j. 

The negative votes were given by Messrs. 
Berry, Coke, Colquitt, Harris, Reagan, Sauis- 
bury and Vance. 

On motion of Mr. Vest, a like bill increasing 
to $2,000 a year the pension of the widow of 
General Frank P. Blair was passed by a vote 
of 54 to 6 (Mr. Saulsbury not voting. 

The senate then took up the Blair educa- 
tional bill, but soon proceeded to the consider- 
ation of executive business. 

The doors ‘were soon re-opened, and Mr. 
Blair proceeded with his remarks. A remark 
of Mr. Blair’s on the subject of northern capi- 
talists in the south was interpreted by Mr. 
Dawes as meaning that these northern capi- 
talists were influenced only by money making 
considerations, and cared little for the promo- 
tion of popular education in that section. 

Mr. Dawes inquired what Mr. Blair really 
meant in that connection, and was assured by 
dir. LBiair thathe had said nothing which 
would justify such an interpretation. 

Mr. Hawley subsequently noticed the same 
point, and Mr. Blair complained that both had 
attempted to place him in a false attitude. 

Mr. tlawley assured him he meant nothing 
Ofthe kind. He did not mean that the sena- 
tor from New Hampshire’ had = said 
anything more than that northern men 
went to the south with their capital in the or- 
Ginary mercantile way, or, in Mr. Blair’s own 
words, for the purpose of ‘self appropriation’’ 
tomake money. He (Hawiey) said that they 
carried with them a higher purpose than thaf 
of mere money-making; and he instanced the 
Anniston and Sheiby iron works in Alabama 
a a place built up by Connecticut capital, and 
where churches and schools were well sus- 
tained. 

In concluding his speech, Mr. Blair said he 
had contined himself to the presentation of tes- 
timony to show that if ever there was need of 
national aid to education that need had rath- 
er jncreased than diminished. 

Mr. Morgan obtained the floor but yielded to 
&@ motion to adjourn and the senate at 4:45, ad- 
Journed till, Monday.

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THE NEW POSTAL TREATY. 


Matter Which Can Fe Sent Through the 
. Mats to Canada. 

WASHINGTON, January 26.—The president 
today approved the sont conventicn recently 
concluded between the United States and 
Canada. By this convention, articles of every 
kind or nature, which are admitted tothe do- 
mestic mails of either country, will be admitted 
atthe same rates of postage and under the 
same conditions and classifications to mails 
exchanged between the two countries, except 
that articles other than letters in their usual 
and ordinary forms are excluded from the 
mails, unless they are so wrapped or inclosed 
as to permit their contents to be easily exam- 
ined by postinasters orcustoms ofticers. All 
articles exchanged under this agreement 
are required to be fully prepaid, 
at the rate of postage applicable to similar ar- 
ticles in the domestic mails of the country of 
origin. Articles other than letters in their 
usual and ordinary form, on their arrival at 
the exchange postoftice of the country of des- 
tination, will be inspected by customs’ ofiicers 
of that country, who will levy proper customs 
duties upon any articie found to be dutiable 
under the laws of that country. Transmission 
of following named articles is absolutely pro- 
hibited: Sealed packages, which, from their 
form and general appearance, evidently are 
are notletters, and are not wrapped or en- 
closed as above required; publica- 
tions Which violate the copy-right laws 
of the country of destination; packets, 
except single volumes of printed books which 
exceed four pounds six ounces in weight; 
liquids, poisons, explosive or intlammable sub- 
stances, fatty substances, or those which easily 
liquify; live or dead (not dried) animals, in- 
sectsand reptiles; confections, pastes, fruits, 
and yegetabies which quickly exhale bad odor ; 
lottery tickets or circulars; all obscene or im- 
moral articles, aad other articles which may 
destroy or damage mails, or injure persons 
handling them. This conventicn goes into 
eliect March Ist, 1588. 


THAT VETO OF LOWERY’S. 


The Attempt te Pass the Convention Bill, 
Notwithstanding the Governor's Dissent. 
JACKSON, Miss., January 26.—[{Special.]— 

The senate spent the entire session today on 

the question of the governor's veto of the con- 

stitutional convention bill. Senator Luse 
opened the ball with a short speech on the 
governor’s side, giving his views of the matter 
in an able manner. He was followed by Sen- 
ator Walkerina great speech of over two 
hours, who spoke for the people. Hereviewed 
the veto message in detail, handling it without 
porns, and his friends believe he sueceeded, 
veyond doubt, in showing it to be an unjustifie 

power. When 
he had finished the senate ad- 
journed, and the discussion will be 
renewed tomorrow, and may last a day or two 
before a vote is reached. ‘The question is re- 
ceiving great attention, many citizens from 
various parts of the state being here, among 
them several judges and chancellors. What 
the result will be is still in doubt, it being 
strongly claimed on the one hand that the gov- 
ernor will be sustained, while others assert 
that enough senators will stand by their first 
vote to override the veto. The telegrams from 
Vicksburg that the veto was indorsed by 
bankers, merchants, county and city officials, 
adds color to the idea that it is a fight of the 
people against the corporations. The Kos- 
ciusko indorsement goes for naught when it is 
known that the representatives from that 
county are steadfastly standing by the bill, and 
in doing so they know that they represent the 
great bulk of the democracy of their county 
and are not to be swayed by a small Kosciusko 
clique.

BEHIND WITH THEIR WORK. 

Shipbuilders Paying a Penalty of Twenty- 

five Dollars Per Day. 

WASHINGTON, January 26.—The secretary 
of the navy today settled a troublesome ques- 
tion in regard to gunboat No. 2, (the Patrol), 
now being constructed at Baltimore by the 
Columbia iron works. The contract price for 
the vessel was $47,000, and the time for her 
completion expired December 22, last. The 
work of construction has been very much de- 
layed, and the vessel is now scarcely more 
than one-tenth completed. The contractors 
are subject to a penalty of 825 per day for six 
months after the expiration of the limit fixed 
for the completion of the (vessel. After six 
months the penalty is gradually. increased for 
each day’s delay until at the end of two years, 
it amounts to $200 per day. In view 
of these increasing forfeits, the question 
arose as to the propriety of making the ten per 
cent payment usually allowed for such work 
when it is one-tenth completed. The secreta- 
ry ascertained that there was no risk involved 
in making the first payment, and today direct- 
ed that it be mane Itis expected that the 
contractors will ask to have the contract time 
extended in order to be relieved of accruing 
penalties, but so far they have not done so.

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FALSE AND FRAIL. 


Sallie Boyd Leaves Her Husband 
and Snares Leslie. 


FORMS A LIASON WITH HER UNCLE 


And Gets Him to Murder Her Paramour—A 
Woman’s Terrible Crime—A Brutal 
Father Kills His Child. 


Brmincuam, Ala., January 26.—[Special.] 
A cold-blooded murder committed last night 
caused a very sensational story te be made 
public today. , 

John Leslie, a well known and popular 
young man, owning a large lumber business in 
the city, was shot through the head by Ben L. 
Smith. The shooting was done at the house 
of a woman known as Sallie Boyd, and Leslie 
was lying asleep on a lounge whenshot. Smith 
and the woman, who then claimed to be the 
wife of Leslie, were arrested on suspicion, and 
today the former made a full confession, and 
supplied the missing linksin the following 
sensational story: 

Several years ago, in Talladega, Ala., Sallie 
Boyd, then a beautiful young girl, married a 
man named Giles. They lived together three 
weeks, when the bride deserted her lusband 
and came to this city. She soon met 
John Leslie, and became his mistress, he pro- 
viding her with a neatly furnished cottage. 
Ben Smith is a young man about town, and an 
uncle of Sallie Boyd. Recently he was often 
seen Visiting the cottage, and it develops that 
his niece had suddenly taken a great fancy to 
him. A tew days ago she proposed to her 
uncle that they put Leslie out of the way for 
good. ? 

Smith and Leslie had quarrelled bitterly 
only a short time before, and the woman’s 
murderous plan was promptly agreed to. They 
were to kill Leslie, then go away and live to- 
gether as man and wife. Last night was the 
time fixed for the murder, and the woman 
sent Smith word to come to the cottage, 
conceal himself in the closet, and 
wait until she gave him the signal 
that all was ready. Leslie was there, and to- 
wards bedtime lay down on the lounge and 
fell asleep. The woman signalled Smith, and 
then went into another room. The murderer 
approached the sleeping man, and fired two 
shots into the back of his head, blowing his 
brains out. 

Smith then went home and to bed, while 
the woman ran screaming to the nearest house 
andigave the alarm. Her conflicting statements 
quickly aroused suspicion, and the fact of 
Smith’s frequent visits caused his arrest. The 
woman has a child a year old, and says that 
Leslie is the father ofit. She still claims that 
she is innocent. but Smith made a full confes- 
sion to the ofticers today, and all the circum- 
stantial evidencecorroborates his story. The 
woman is only nineteen years old, and very 
pretty. One strange fact is that Leslie’s most 
iutimate friends knew nothing of his visits to 
the woman, and he was never seen at the cot- 
tage bv any one living near it. Hestood well 
in business and social circles, and was _ regard- 
ed asa moral young man. He lived some 


time after he was shot, but was unable to 
talk. x 


SHIORT SKETCHES 


Of the Nominated by the Louisiana Republi- 
can Convention. 

New Orvrans, January 26.—The republi- 
can convention completed its labors about one 
o’clock this morning and adjourned. The fol- 
lowing delegates at large to the Chicago con- 
vention were elected: W. P. Kellogg, P. F. 
Herwig, P. B. I. Pinchback, and Colonel 
James Lewis. Governor Warmoth was not 
._on the floor of the convention. He has been 
in poor health for some time, and yesterday af- 
ternoon was confined to his room. Colonel 
Frank Morey, in an interview last night, sta- 
ted that a number of prominent republicans 
were with Miner at a late hour Tuesday night, 
using every argument to induce him to accept 
the first place on the republican ticket, but he 
declined to allow his name to be used, upon 
the ground that the Ss interests of him- 
self and members of his family would require 
so much of his time that he could not possibly 
vive proper attention to the duties of governor. 

t was with great reluctance that Miner con- 
sented to take the second place on the ticket. 
The nominees may be described as follows: 

Mr. Miner, who is about forty-three years of 
age, is one of the most successful and wealthy 
sugar planters in the state. 

{r. Patty, who is the only colored man on 
the ticket, is an attorney, practicing law in St. 
Mary and adjacent parishes. He was born in 
St. Mary’s parish. He is a graduate of 
Straight university, and about thirty years old. 

Mr. Hero is a native of New Orleans, anda 
well knowg notary. During the war he was 
major, commanding a battery of the famous 
Washington artillery in the army of northern 
Virginia. 

Mr. Forsythe is a native of Ireland, and 
fifty years old. He is a lumberman and mer- 
chant, and was at one time a state senator. 

Mr. Wylie, aged about fifty, isa wealthy 
cotton planter, and has for eight years been 
associate justice of the supreme court of Louis- 
iana. 

Mr. Flanders is ex-governor of “Louisiana, 
and ex-mgyor of New Orleans, and formerly 
was United States sub-treasurer at New Or- 
leans. 

H. C. Miner, who was nom/’nated for the 
oftice of lieutenant-governor, stated today that 
he would not, under any consideration, permit 
the use of his name on the ticket. Ex-Gover- 
nor Flanders, who is on the ticket for the office 
of superintendant of public education, will 
also decline, according to statements of his 
friends. The first congressional district con- 
vention yestérday adopted preamble and reso- 
lutions denouncing J. Hale Sypher for assum- 
ing to represent the republicans of Louisiana, 
He is declared, among other things, to be a 
non-resident. 


ANOTHER EXODUS. 
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Talk With a Prominent Negro on a New 
Scheme of Colonization. ., 


INDIANAPOLIS, January 26.—Colonel A. A. 
Jones, of the state auditor’s office, who is con- 
nected with the latest proposed exodus of ne- 
groes from the southern states. to South Amer- 
ica, talks freely about the scheme. He is an 
active friend of movements for the improve- 
ment of the condition of his race, and was en- 
gaged in the first exodus of 1879. He accom- 
panied Governor Chamberlain, together with 
several other young colored men, to South 
Carolina from Massachusetts, and entered 
heartily into that movement. 

“This exodus,"’ he said, “will be effectually 

ushed and by May Ist we expect to have our 
first party on the road. There are no head- 
quarters as yet. The movement is very young ; 
less than a month old, so far as active work 1s 
concerned. Headquarters will be established 
probably in New York. We shall have three 
agents in Cincinnati; one at St. Louis and one 
at Chicago. Iam agent at this pone We 
have some of the best people inthe country 
interested—men who are willing to go down 
into their pockets for the relief of their op- 
pressed brethren. We have some colored peo- 
ple in this country pretty well fixed and they 
are committed to the work. There is no fixed 
amount of capital. We hope to accomplish by 
the exodus, first and foremost, protection.

senutation.« There is no other remedy. So we 
propose te pall out. The colored man has de- 
veloped and made the south what it is, and the 
white laborers could not and cannot do the 
work that our people do. Seutherners will 
find a difference when they have to use 
white labor. We have selected South 
America for a location because of its climate 
and adaptability of soil to produce such articles 
a3 the colored people are accustomed to rais- 
ing. We haye investigated the oruntey and 
received fa le reports.

THREATENED LYNCHING. 

A German Suspected of a Brutal Double 
Murder. 

Santa Awna, Cal., January 26.—[Special.] 
A mysterious disappearance and probably a 
double murg@er has developed here this morn- 
ing. A Mey Hitchcock, a prominent farmer 
of Garden , =m five miles from Santa Anna, 
came to tuwn last Monday morning with his 
wife and acknowledged a deed to his property 
toa German named Anschalg, who claims 
that he paid the balance in cash—viz., $8,000 
—and brought them to Santa Anna before 
daylight Thursday morning on the early train. 
They were not seen here, and no such parties 
are known to have taken the train on that 
day. Search at the house proves all their 
clothing, including three overcoats of Mr. 
Hitchcock and his wife’s clothing} trunks and 
jewelry, including her gold watch, are all un- 
molested and not even packed up and put 
away. Anschalg was arrested on suspicion of 
having murdered the Hitchcocks this evening. 
His wagon was found covered with blood. 
The community is intensely excited, and a 
guard was placed over the prisoner to prevent 
lynching.

Knights of Labor Ask for a Writ of Quo

OLD MAN MARTIN'S STRANGE STORY 


Which He Alleges He Can Get His 
Neighbors te Verify—Some Movye- 
ments tm the Air.

Sometimes they 
fall outside, and appear to come from a clear 
sky. Other curious things happen. Tin wash 
bowls move off a bench on which they are 
usually kept, and fly up as high as the top of 
the door, then go over across the room and fall 
on the bed. Martin vouches for this statement 
and says scores of his neighbors will do like- 
wise.

HEAVY SNOW STORM. 
Maine Railroads Suspend the Running of 


Boston, January %3.— Reports this morning 
from various points in Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermonf state that the heaviest snow 
storm for years prevailed all night, and in 
most places it is still snowing. Snow fell from 
fifteen to eighteen inches and travel is greatly 
impeded. Many trains have entirely suspend 
ed and the highways are practically impassable, 
A dispatch from Bellows Falls, Vermont,saye: 
A solid blockade of snow exists in all directions 
today. There was previously about two feet 
on the ground, and last night the heavy fall of 
eighteen inches added to the previous amount. 
It is still snowing and a high wind is piling it 
up in all directions. No trains have arrived or 
left on anyof the roads. The same conditions 
—~ reported within aradious of twenty-five 
miles. 

Biddeford, Maine, reports that the roads are 
everywhere blockaded, and up to 11 o'clock te 
day no train has passed over éither division of 
the Boston and Maine. The morning express 
which left Portland at 7:30, is snowed in neag 
Old Orchard. Help has been telegraphed for. 
oe ie and snow plows were sent from Port- 
land. Streetsabout the city are almost im- 
——, and none of the schools are in sea 

on. 

New York, January 2.—Reports from 
eastern and northern New York show that the 
storm is almost as severe in those sections as 
itisin New England. It began last night, 
and by morning over a foot of snow had fallen. 
A high wind then set in, and the snow is pil- 
ing = in great drifts. 

A dispatch from Albany says that all rail 
roads centering, there are in bad condition 
and trains are many hours late. A high wind 
is making matters worse each hour. he Am 
sociated Press correspondent at Middletown 
reports the limited express from St. Louis, on 
the Erie road, fast in a snow drift one mile 
west of thatcity. The track at that place 
crosses low, flat meadows, and the high wind 
has drifted the snow until it is higher than the 
cars. The limited had beenin the drff over 
three hours when the dispatch was sent, and 
as the drifts are growing larger, the prospec 
for its getting out soon are poor. Three oth 
trains are stalled at the same place. 

At Port Jervis snow began falling at 6 p. m, 
yesterday, and continued until this morning, 
eight inches being added tothe mass alrea 
on the ground. Karly this morning the wind 
began blowing furiously from the west, m 
huge drifts. Travelon the Erie railroad is 
almost suspended. No trains from New York 
have reached here, though some have got 
within a few miles of the village. An express 
train from the west, which passed through 
here at 10 o’clock this morning, is stalled in @ 
snow bank. With the aidof two engines it 
made but stx miles all day. More than a dozen 
engines on the mountain side near this place 
are making efforts to get through, aided by alf 
the men possible to be secured. All freight 
trains have been abandoned. Drifts on the 
railroad in many places are ten feet deep. I¢ 
is the worst bleck since 1557. 

A terrible snow storm is raging along the 
west shore of Lake Champlain. ,it is the wors¢ 
stomm that has visited this sectionin yeara, 
Two feet of snow has already fallen. It ig 
drifting badly, and trains are many hours late, 

At Concord, N. H., a freight train is off the 
track on the Northern railroad at East An- 
dover. This, in addition to the storm, wilt 
effectually block the road, No trains have 
reached here since last night over the White 
Mountain division of the Desten and Lowell 
railroad and none been sent out. The snow 
still continues and the wind has increased in 
force. 

Reading. Pa.; reports the worst snow storm 
that has visited that section for several years 
prevailed there today. It was only about @ 
foot deep on a level, but it drifted to suchan 
extent and was accompanied by such violent 
wind that some of the country roadsides are 
simply impassable. Trains on the Reading 
railroad and branches were all late from thirt 
minutes to two hours, and on the Reading an 
Columbia railroad a train which was due here 
at half-past two o’clock this afternoon, is noé 
expected in tonight, as it is lying between two 
snow drifts at Marietta Junction. At some 
places along the railroad snow has drifted te 
and fifteen feet deep.

An Old Subject. 

From time to time the complaint is made

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat gives our 
young scribblers some good advice when it 
says that the writers who come to the front 
in this age are those who write timply. 
Goed English is plain English. The best 
style is the one that is straightforward, 
taking short cuts and air-line routes. We 
have outgrown the cumbrous phraseology of 
Addison and the inflated pomposity of 
Johnson. ‘The English of today, as the 
Globe-Democrat: says, is to be found in our 
best living authors and in our newspapers. 
Our yourlg people should read the literature 
of the day, not for facts and ideas alone, but 
in order to learn the construction of sen- 
tences. Nor is this enough. Children must 
be instructed in the art of writing at an 
early age. There is no reason why a boy 
twelve years old should not be able to ex- 
press himself grammatically in goodEnglish. 
Bat he must be taught to think, and to 
speak in complete sentences, instead of 
using a jumble of words which convey only 
half his meaning. 

The importance of this matter cannot be 
over-estimated, A young man may get 
along in the world with a very smal! stock 


of knowledge if he know how to make the | 


best of his intellectual capital. If he can 
seize and grasp new facts and ideas and 
communicate them to others in a clear, 
forcible and attractive style, he will make 
his way. Such men are needed in all lines 
of business, and the newspapers are ready 
to give employment to thousands of them. 
It is not out of place for the newspapers to 
discuss the subject. The world’s business 
is transacted through the medium of written 
and spoken language, and it is of the 
highest importance that our talkers and 
writers should be able to say just what they 
mean, and say it in a way that will com- 
mand attention,

The Kevenue System Must Go, 

The Macon Telegraph, which regards the 
operations of the internal revenue system 
with a complacency that would have amazed 
so genuine a democrat as Thomas Jefferson, 
has a cold word of approval for the bill in- 
troduced by Henderson, of North Carolina, 
and approved by the judiciary committee, 
which has for its purpose a modification of 
the methods now employed in collecting 
the whisky tax. 

The main features of the bill have already 
been set forth in our Washington telegrams, 
The measure is neither as complete nor as 
satisfactory as the bill recently introduced 
by Congressman Stewart, nor will the relief 
which it proposes to give be as perfect. But 
the Telegraph puts both measures it its 
little pint cup and shakes them up, and 
these are the emptyings: 

This bill of Mr. Henderson’s is of course a con. 
cession to the deceitful clamor which has been 
raised against the internal revenue laws, with the 
idea of breaking them down, that an ulterior pur- 
pose may be served, and not of getting rid of any of 
theirimperfections. The bill fis alsoan experiment, 
as itis by no means certain that the revenue can be 
collecied and frauds prevented under a law which 
lenves so many loopholes for the man disposed to 
violate it. But we are in favor of the experiment. 
It may succeed in collecting the revenue, and, be- 
sides, it is good politics, It forces the Pennsylvania 
organs printed in this part of the country todemand 
thatthe whisky tax be abolished, not because of 
any wrongs inilicted in its collection, but because it 
is better to tax the necessaries of life than the most 
baneful luxury in the land, This is the real issue 
before the country, and if Mr. Hendersen’s bill 
makes this plainer its effect will justify the wisdom 
of congress in passing it. 

This is very fine, indeed, but, as Tur 
CONSTITUTION has already pointed out, and 
as the three several petitions sent to Washing- 
ton by different legislatures of Georgia dem- 
onstrate, the democratic people of this com- 
monwealth ave opposed to excise taxes on 
principle. Jefferson was opposed to them, 
and every genuine democrat has been oppos- 
ed to them from Jefferson’s day to this. 

lf the Telegraph understood genuine 
demoeracy, or if it even knew the wishes 
and desires of the people of the state, it 
would appreciate the fact that every demo- 
crat—every believer in state’s rights— 
every one who believes in the personal 
rights and liberties of the citizen—is. op- 

‘posed to the internal revenue system on 
principle.

The Revenue Laws. 

Epitrors ConsTiITuTION: The people from 
& great many sections ofthe state are giving ex 
pression to their views on the subject. of tariff re- 
form and the internalrevenue tax,as to whether 
the reduction ofthe one or the abolition of the 
other would be ofthe greatest benefit to the great- 
est number. While I do not presen: a list ofnames, 
nor do Il say that my sentiments are thosé ofa ma- 
jority ot our citizens, still there are quite a number 
in old Houston who believe that the most direct 
good to Georgia would be accomplished by the abo- 
lition of the internal revenue system. They and all 
good people recognize the in,ustice and tyrannical 
bearings of a law that taxes a class of 
people -— producers of _ staple articles — 
and then requires almost a standing 
army to enforce its provisions. This can not be 
right.

A SCENE IN COURT. 


Negro Gamblers on Dun’s Alley 
A Queer Came. 


MARY MATHEWS IS HYSTERICAL 


A Keailroad Negro Gives Them Away— 
He Couldn’t Piay and He 


Wouldn’t Let Them Play. 


There was a lively time in Judge Manning's 
court yesterday. 

The gang of eleven negroes, four women 
and seven men, charged with gambling, had 
their preliminary trial, and tive of them were 
bound over. 

From the evidence introduced, it appears 
that the house of Mary Mathews, where the 
gang was canght, has for some time past been 
a gathering place for disrepujable and disor- 
derly negroes, and it was by means an ut- 


carouse all night. On Wednesday morning an 
exceedingly black, stupid, cadaverous railroad 
darky went to the house where severa) of the 
gang were playing ‘‘skin game’’ for money, 
and asked to be allowed to play. 

But the cadaverous negro, George Farrar, 
was no favorite with the select party to whom 
his petition was addressed, and he was peremp- 
torily refused. 

George then leftand wentto his work as 
usual, butall day long the insult weighed 
heavily on his brain, and visions of revenge 
were industriously conjured up. That night 
while the gambling was at its height, the 
cadaverous railroader stole silently upto the 
front door, listened awhile to the rattling coins 
and the boisterous conversation and then 
knocked? 

The playing stopped at once, and a woman 
asked : 

‘Who's there ?’’ 

‘It’s me,’’ said the railroad darky. 

“(0 way from dat do’ you —— —— nigger,”’ 
answered a half dozen negroes as those inside 
recognized the voice. 

Then the cadaverous darky stole away, and 
in a few minutes had told his tale to Patrolman 
Abbott. Captain Crim and Patrolman Taylor 
soon poke Abbott, and together they took a 
round about route, going down Walker street, 
coming back through a yard towards Peters 
street. Beside the high back fence is a peach- 
tree, and this enabled the officers to get within 
a few feet of the side of the house without be- 
ing discovered. Down at the corner of the 
alley a little darky was lying in the shadow 
and watching the entrance to the alley. 

It was impossible to see the table on which 
the plaving was. done, as obstacles, such as 
beds and trunks, had been skillfully interposed 
between the cracks and the table. But the 
rattle of money and the language of the play- 
ers was'enough, and Captain Crim knocked. 
The door was not opened for fully a minute, 
and as it was opened the bare table was seen, 
while the players were scattered promiscously 
in chairs, on trunks and beds, while one of 
them, Riley Henderson, had crawled under 
the bed. He came very near being forgotten 
in the gathering-in that followed. 

But the whole gang was captured, and on 
yesterday the trial came off. The darkies 
were represented by able counsel, and all but 
five were turned loose because the evidence 
was incomplete. These were Will Ishey, Joe 
Caldwell, Cooley Gray. Harrison Baker and 
Mary Mathews. These were all identified by 
Farrar, and Mary Mathews was bound over on 
the additional charge of keeping a disorderly 
house. 

During the examination of Farrar, the ques- 
tion was asked him; 

‘‘What were they playing ?’’ 

‘Skin game, sah.”’ 

He then took a deck of cards and showed 
how it was played. As many cards are thrown 
upon the table as there are players. Then 
each player bets, say twenty-five cents, on his 
card. Then the dealer turns up the remain- 
ing cards and matches them. with the cards on 
the table. One by one the cards on the table 
are matched, until only one remains. The 
lueky darky who bet on that card then ‘‘scoops 
the pot,” as the cadaverous negro phrased it. 
The game grows intensely exciting, and the 
playing is boisterous, and usually quarrel- 
s0me. 

The courtroom was lively. 

Fully two hundred negroes. had congregated 
in the hallway and on the steps and sidewslk, 
and the courtroom itself was crowded. 

After the speeches for the defense were over 
and the judge bad announced bis decision, the 
racket began. : 

The woman, Mary Mathews, sat during the 
trial with a brazen look on her faée, but as the 
judge finished speaking, she let loose a wild 
yell, and threw herself down between the 
benches. Then she screamed in all keys, 
changing her voice and her position on the 
floor With rather startling rapidity and uncer- 
tainty. She finally became so entangled 
in the benches that three or four of 
them. had to be moved in erder to-extri- 
cate the woman. She was placed ona bench 
once more, while a mixed audience of judges, 
lawyers, and darkies indulged fin varied com- 
ment. Thesobbing was kept up, though on a 
rather more subdued scale than at first, until 
they were ready to start to jail. 

Then she beeame hysterical once more, and 
when last seen as the party turned a corner of 
Pryor street, she was shrieking and staggering 
in drunken fashion. Patrolman Abbott was 
gallantly propping and pulling his hysterical 
prisoner, While behind marched a squad of 
sympathetic darkies.

AN EMPTY GRAVE 


Caused Detectives to Make an 
Investigation. 


STRANGE ACTIONS OF GREEN HENSON 
He Makes Some Disposition of the Body 
of His Dead Wife and 
Telle Different Stories. 

Green Henson, a tall, athletic, yellow negro 
was introdaced to the police force yesterday at 
the general roll call, and then given a cell in 
the city prison. 

No charge has been booked against Henson. 

The prisoner, though a stranger to the police 
foree, has been a resident of AUlanta for years, 
audis well known among the better class of 
colored people. He has been # hard-working, 
industrions negro, and has accumulated enough 
to buy a home. On Friday night last Hensén's 
wife died, and the next morning he engaged 
two negrees to dig a grave in an old lot out- 
side the city. 

“You see,’ said the prisoner, “IT find it 
cheaper and better to bury her there than in the 
cemetery.” : 

“When do you want to bury her?’’ asked one 
of the negroes. 

‘This afternoon. But you need not bother 
about that. Just leave your shovels there, 
and I'll see that they are returned tu you. 

The negroes went to the point indicated, and, | 
digging the grave, walked away, leaving their | 
shoveis beside the hole in the earth. That 
evening they looked forthe return of the tools, 
but they were not sent home. Then they

From persons residing near by 
the grave-diggers, however, ascertained that 
the dead woman had been removed from the 
house and placed in a carriage which was 
driven away. Thinking that Henson had for- 
gotten to return the tools the negro men went 
back to the grave Sunday morning and were 
surprised to find it open. The toois were just 
where they had left them and the earth taken 
been disturbed. Fearing that 
they had misunderstood the person with 
whom they had talked. the two men returned 
to the Foster street house of Henson, but 
found him absent. From persons living on 
the same street the grave-diggers learned again 
that the dead woman had been hauled away. 

The unusval grave suggested something 
crooked to the grave diggers and one of them 
called at police headquarters and to Chief Con- 
nolly reconnted the entire story.

train. The law is that a train shall come to a 
dead stop at a crossing of this kind. The evi- 
dence showed that young Frank’s side and 
part of his back were permanently paralyzed. 

The tria] lasted ten days, and the testimony, 
particularly thatof the doctors, was very sci- 
entific and very interesting... The plaintiff 
was represented by, Messrs. Hoke & Burton 
Smith and Messrs. Bigby and Dorsey, and Cal- 
houn, King & Spalding appeared for the de- 
fendant.

Dr. Morehouse Tells of Schools Throughout 
the South, 


Rev. H. L. Morehouse, D. D., secretary of 
the American Baptist Home Mission Socie- 
ty of New York, returned home last night. 

ie was well pleased with Atlanta, and espe- 
cially with the workings of the Atlanta Bap- 
tist seminary and Spelman seminary. 

In reply to interrogatories, Dr. eicheuse 
said that his society expended last year $102,- 
000 for educational purposes in the south. The 
society has educational institutions as follow.: 
One each at Washington, D. C., Raleigh, N. 
C., Columbia, S. C., Live Oak, Florida, Lonis- 
ville, Kentucky, Nashville, Tennesse, Selma, 
Alabama, Jackson, Mississippi, New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and Marshal, Texas. and two each 
in Richmond, Virginia, Atlanta, Georgia, and 
in the Indian territory. Of the latter, one for 
the Indians is at Muscogee, and the one for fhe 
colored ane is at Tallahassee. 

_ Dr. Morehouse says that in the past twenty- 
five years his society has expended in the 
south $1,500,000, one-half in the salaries of 
teachers, and the other in buildings and pro 
erty. Last year 3,300 pupils were in attend- 
ance on the institutions named above. Of this 
number over 800 attended the institutions in 
Atlanta.

For several days the city court has been en- 
gaged intrying the case of James Jolnson 
against the Bradstreet Mercantile agency. 

The plaintiff sought to recover damages 
from the defendant and he sued by attach 
ment. The suit grew out of a ‘‘call letter’’ is- 
sued by the Bradstreet, December 31, 1354. 
This letter was as follows: 

“James Johnson has given a deed to his store 
oe to Samuc! W. Goode, for a consideration of 

500, Itisthought that this is business meamey 
His habits are still unimproved. It ts not thought 
that he can continue long unless be docs change, 
and caution is advise4."’ 

A second letter said: 

§ | His habits are not good. Caution advised,”’ 

The year following this publication. Mr. 
Johnson instituted suit for® danf&ges against 
the Bradstreet agency. ‘The case was tried in 
the city court. “The defendant’s attorney in- 
sisted that the Bradstreet company was, by 
the nature of its business, a privileged institu- 
tion, whose transactions must needs be secret. 
This point was sustained by the judge, who 
charged the jury at great length. The jury, 
on the strength of this reasoning, found for 
the defendant. 

Colonel Rube Arnold, the plaintiff’s senior 
counsel, took exceptions to this ruling, and 
carried the case to the supreme court. Chief 
Justice Jackson overruled the point that the 
company was privileged. He said that the 
Bradstreet company was not privileged to 
make communications even to their patrons, 
which were untrue; that this og stood 
upon the same footing as any private individ- 
ual or newspaper that had to assume responsi- 
bility for statements affecting a man’s reputa- 
tion. A new trial was granted by the supreme 
court, and last Tuesday the case was called 
before Judge Van Epps. 

The defendant sought to establish the fact 
that the communication was in the nature of 
a privileged communication. The point was 
made that the alleged slander was true, and 
could be sustained by the facts. 

The court held that under the décision of 
the supreme court, as delivered by Chief Jus- 
tice Jackson, the company was not privileged. 

The defendant introduced evidence to sus- 
tain the truth of the charge and evidence to 
show a want of malice. 

Mr. James L. Mayson made the opening 
argument for the plaintiff. He was followed 
by Mr. Candler. Colonel Rube Arnold spoke 
for the plaintiff, and the closing argument for 
the defendant was made by Mr. Thomson. 

Judge Van Epps delivered a clear and com- 
prehensive charge. 

The jury remained out twenty minutes and 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff, awarding 
him the full amount sued for, $5,000. 

An effort will be made to get a new trial.
